“BARTER IN THE BEGINNING. 

Imagine, if you can, says a 
writer in the Kansas City Star, 
what this life would be, without 


‘our modern god; money. “And yet 
is on entirely. artificial, 


money 
man-mude invention, and if we 
dook back into the past, we shall, 
find that there was a time several 
thotisand years. ago, when no auch. 
thing was known;-. 

In those ancient days, there was 
no buying or selling of goods, no 
making of loans or investments, _no 
need for banking or bookkeeping, 
and none of the mad scramble that 
present’ conditions. have fnigted 
upon us. Then, each family ordin- 
arily produced most of its food, 
cothing, and other simple wants. 
If a man-wanted a ‘sword or anme- 
thing that he could not grow or. 
make, he would exchange some of 
his own grain or cattle fer it. 
This ‘simple method of direct ex- 


change was known as barter, and. 
the trade that ensued In the an- 


cient world before the 
seventh’ century B.C., 
tleally nll barter trade, 
. Barter Was Not Simple. 

But barter was not a simple 
thing and presented many com- 
plications in its execution. The 
first difficulty was to find two per- 
sons having just those things ‘to 
dispose of that suited each other's 
requirements, 

A second problem ‘with which 
our moneyless ancestors were 
obliged to cope was that of deter- 
mining what quantity of one com- 
modity would be the equivalent of 
another before ,an éxchange could 
be effected. If a certain quantity

Tobicco was Legal Tender. 

The early colonists of North 
America regarded tobacco as‘legzal 
tender. In the carliest days when 
the hunting of wild animals was 
the chief occupation and the chief 
source’ of subsistence, the proceeds 
of the chase were the properties of 
mgst obvious value. While the 
meat of captured animals was too 
perishable to be saved or to be 
frequently exchanged os a unit of 
“money,” this was ‘not the case 
with the’ skins, These were valu- 
able as clothing, and lasted for a 
long time... Thus fura and skins 
were acceptable as money in many 
ancient lands, and. downto the 
leather 


money was circulated in Russia,

Among the Indians of North 
America wampum,-. or strings of 
small shell beads*served the pur- 
pose of money. ‘In India and 
Africa small yelowish-white shells 
called “cowries” were perhaps the 
oldest cash in the world. The 
South Sea Islanders considered ‘red 
feathers as tho necessary currency. 
In Russia and China, tea money 
‘has also been used. Made of tea 
and compressed into blocks, it. was 
sometimes serrated like. chocolate’ 
bars, to be broken conveniently for 
change. It had the added advant- 
age of being capable of use either. 
for money or for a_ beverage. 
Cheese in'China was also com- 
Firessed into cakes and circulated 
Ndorit™ as “morfoy until someone got 
hungry ‘and? ate it, ~ 
The Birth of Money, 

Naturally,” ‘before there could be 
extended commerce, some form of 
money had tobe invented, and the 
people began to experiment and, to 
seck a standard of value, Metals: 
‘soon asserted thelr superiority: 
They took little space and cost 
nothing for fodder. In parts of 
Africa,'a copper cross: weighing 
lesa than. two pounds bought ‘a 
wife, as one collector says, of in- 
determinate weight, height and 
good looks.: Iron was one of the 
first, ‘metals to be employed. 
‘Sparta, which had private reasons 
for wanting to keep its people at 
home, made money of ifon, and 
made the coins so large and heavy 
that no one could travel con- 
venicntly. Money in strips with 
a hole to atring it was a con- 
venient kind for carrying about 
before the days of pockets. In early 
days in Egypt large rings or thin 
bent strips of, motal about five 
inches in diameter long served the 
purpose of money. 

"At first, metals. were handed 
about in ingots and weighed at 
each transaction. Old weigh 
houses are still seen in some of the 
ancient market places of Europe. 
Later the money..wns stamped to 
indicate its fineness and guarantee 
its purity. The first recorded coins 
were minted about 600 B.C. by 
Croesus, whose name ‘became a 
proverb for’ wealth in Lydia,: 
gold-producing country of hide 
Minor. About that same time the 
making of coina also arose ‘in 
China, only, by ‘a totally different 
process, far here they ‘were cast 
into. thelr. » ‘required = shapes, 
Original ‘Chinese coins were made 
in the form of knife blades—from 
which they derived their name of 
“razor” coins—in imitation of the 
bars of metal which they supersed- 
ed; while yet others aré known to 
have ‘appeared in the forma of 
little shovels, 

Craying For Adornment, 

The chief ‘reason why gold and 
silver became the money metals 
was that they satisfied the craving 
for adornment. . It. was the lustre 
and sheen of gold and silver that}, 
caused them to be highly prized in 
the early stages of civilization 
when other ways of producing 
these effects were not known. The 
glitter of. the. bauble is the origin 
of the monetary use of the pre- 
clous metals, ‘precisely as glass 
hands and scarlet cloth have: been 
used for barter by explorers among 
the -savage races. 

In Central Africa, purchases are 
made and debts paid with strings 
of beads or coils of.brass. An 
ivory merchant or: traveller will 
tay in a stock ,of these, just as in 
Europe he would carry gold or 
bank notes. .We know that one of 
the great impulses to tho making 
of Venetian glassware was Marco 
Polo's urge to the Venetians to 
make beads as currency to use ‘In 
Africa and the East. «.We know 
that as lote -as the seventeenth 
century, ‘Manhattan Island) = was 
bought from the Indians for the 
matter of beads valued at £24.

There were 
two other men in the room at the 
time, Russiang named Tagirott 
and Galubetzky. 

As the Chinese policeman en- 
tered Tugiroff tried to escape. He 
dashed out into the street but was 
caught outside by a second Chin- 
ese constable.’ Both Tagiroff and 
Galubetzky were taken to the 
First Special Administrative Area 
Police Station and a police officer 

_was immediately sent to the house

When the man 
‘anded in the Third Special’ Area 
he stopped him and asked why 
there was blood on his clothes and 
the man replied that he had hurt 
himself and was going to the 
‘Russian, Hospital for treatment.
